To prevent the spread of contagions 
diseases among domestic animals; to 
provide for the 
Investment of the 
school fund; 
to 
prevent shearing 
horses in the winter time; to regulate 
the taxation of railroad lands; to reg­ 
ulate primary elections; regarding the 
collection of delinquent taxes.

tributaries. 
A t Catlettsburg. Ivy., IOO houses are 
more or less submerged, and a few 
more feet will affect every business 
house in the city. 
Cellars on Front 
and Third streets a t Portsm outh are 
flooded and many people are driven 
from their 
dwellings. 
Portions of 
Maysville, Ivy., and 
much of Aber­ 
deen. Ohio, are 
submerged, driving 
families from their home*. 
On tile 
Big Sandy river the villages of East 
Point and Somerville have been made 
uninhabitable. 
It is retorted that a 
family of six were drowned at Somer­ 
ville. 
At Louisa, Ky., all mails are 
stopped and all telephone wires are 
down. 
Here 
a t Cincinnati 
and vi­

If the river should rise sixty 
feet the los* in' all the places men­ 
tioned above will be greatly increased. 


Pittsburg, Feb. 24.—The flood now 
raging here will probably equal the 
great flood of 1884 which measured 
thirty-four feet.

estim ate the dam age the present rise 
Is doing, but half a million dollars will 
to putting It mildly to Pittsburg and 
Allegheny alone. 
More than 10,000

am ounting to $1,310,000 toing reached, 
Mr. Sayers gave notice of an amend­ 
ment to strike all claims of the bond- 
aided Pacific and the branches from 
the bill.

Mr. Allison warned 
the senate that hard wort! would be 
required to get through the appropria­ 
tion bills on time, and a resolution for 
l l o’clock sessions was adopted, the 
prospects toing that night session will 
follow. 
The house passed

ficiency appropriation bill and began 
the consideration of the last of the 
money bills, that providing 
for the 
naval establishment. 
A long debate 
occurred over the propriety of the ap­ 
propriation of $1,310,000 for the South­ 
ern Pacific railroad under the judg­ 
ment of the court of claims, but the 
house, by a vote of 138 to 102, refused 
to strike It out. 
The members who

T he W o rkm en 1 h«* Tiieir F eet to Find 
th e Ore. 
Lake o res are abundant in no rthern 
Euro pe, but, so far as the writer ’3 
kno wledge extends, I^ac a la To rtue and 
a neighbo ring lake are the o nly In­ 
stances o f the kind in No rth America, 
says Po pular Science Mo nthly. The o re 
Is extracted fro m o ur lako mine by 
hand and by po wer. The shallo w mar­ 
gin Is div ided into sectio ns and allo tted 
to suitable parties who may desire to 
wo rk them and who are paid at a spe­ 
cified rate per to n o f o re raised. Two 
men generally wo rk in co mpany. Their 
implements are a sho v el, a stro ng cir­ 
cular siev e and a ro ugh hand barro w\ 
When wo rk is to he begun the wo rkmen 
remo v e sho es and sto ckings and use 
their feet in searching fo r o re which 
lies imbedded in the so ft sand, no thing 
co arser than sand, except o re cakes, 
being fo und in the lake. Guided by 
their feet the wo rkmen put do wn their 
sho v els and bring to the surface a 
quantity o f o re and sand, which they 
thro w into their circular siev e. This is 
then held belo w the surface o f the wa­ 
ter and made to ro tate to and fro until 
the so ft sand is washed away fro m the 
o re, which is then thro wn o n a scow* 
pro v ided fo r the purpo se o r carried to 
sho re. When a sufficient quantity has 
been co llected it is carted to the rail­ 
way near at hand and lo aded o n cars. 
Fro m the deeper parts o f the lake the 
o re is raised by means o f a steam 
dredge. The captain 
o f 
the 
dredge 
mo v es o v er the lake and. putting do wn 
a po le and wo rking it abo ut o n the bo t­ 
to m, can easily learn where there is a 
bo dy o f o re suitable fo r dredging. The 
dredge is then mo v ed to the desired 
spo t and wo rk is begun. The o re and 
sand are bro ught up in buckets o n an 
endless chain and thro wn into a lo ng, 
rev o lv ing screen, adjusted and inclined 
so as to deliv er it upo n sco ws mo o red 
to the dredge. In its co urse do wn the 
screen the mixture o f o re and mud is 
acted upo n by water which is thro wn 
upo n it with 
co nsiderable fo rce. By 
this means the mud 
and sand are 
washed o ut o f the screen and the clean 
o re is depo sited o n the sco ws.

div isio n which already existed in Eu­ 
ro pe. On the o ne side were the ardent 
adv o cates o f the sign language as a 1 
means o f instructio n and explanatio n. ! 
while o n the o ther were the o ppo nents ! 
o f signs, who emplo yed the manual al- 
phabet, writing and speech o nly. The j 
co ntro v ersy has been waged with mo re ; 
o r less energy ev er since; but like all 
the ideas o f a cruder and less adv anced 
age, the sign language has been grad­ 
ually cro wded o ut, until no w it is en­ 
tirely excluded fro m many scho o ls and 
used but sparingly in o thers. 
A single 
argument bro ught fo rward by the so n 
o f a distinguished adv o cate o f the an­ 
cient metho d in suppo rt o f this 
lan­ 
guage is eno ugh to indicate its ulti­ 
mate fate, thpugh it has serv ed a uo ble 
purpo se in its day. He says: 
"It is a 
fact wo rth no ting that the signs used 
by the Indians o f No rth America are 
identical in many instances with tho se 
emplo yed by the deaf-mutes o f to day." 
No o ne will questio n the truth o f this 
o bserv atio n, no r deny that it is wo rth

It is a frien By strug­ 
gle, in which the o ld-scho o l adv o cates 
o f the sign language are the defensiv e 
party and the o ralists the aggresso rs.

One o f the mo st startling disco v eries 
o f this end o f the century is that mi­ 
cro bes are required to make first-class 
butter. "Bacillus No . 41" Is the scien­ 
tific term, o r “artificial culture.” This 
startling micro be theo ry was first ad­ 
v anced by a perso n who came fro m 
Denmark to lecture o n the art o f but­ 
ter-making. 
The theo ry, which was 
receiv ed with wo rn, is no w adv o cated 
by many scientists, and many creamer­ 
ies no w inv est in the "culture.” 
In 
o ne state alo ne, Io wa, twenty-eight 
creameries are using the culture. 
One 
o f its mo st satisfacto ry experiments 
was made recently in a Co nnecticut 
creamery. 
June butter, 
as 
is well 
kno wn, is in flav o r abo ut the best pro ­ 
duced during the year, and the effect 
o f bacillus No . 41 upo n June butter 
was therefo re especially interesting. 
Early in June, when the amo unt 
o f 
cream co llected by the creamery was 
v ery large, two large v ats full o f cream 
were co llected. 
One o f these was in­ 
o culated with No . 41 an 1 the o ther 
was unino culated. 
They were then 
bo th allo wed to stand in the same 
ro o m, at the same temperature, fo r the 
same length o f time, to rii>en, and were 
subsequently churned. 
The effect o f 
No . 41 ev en here was striking. 
Bo th 
lo ts o f cream pro duced, as was to be 
expected, an excellent quality o f but­ 
ter. but No . 41 had an aro ma mo re pro ­ 
no unced and mo re agreeable than that 
o f the butter made witho ut the Ino cula­ 
tio n. In bo th taste and co lo r, the but­ 
ter made by Ino culatio n was decidedly 
superio r to that made witho ut it. This 
butter was submitted fo r testing to a 
large number o f perso ns, and no o ne 
had the slightest hesitancy in deciding 
that No . 41 made the superio r quality 
o f butter. 
Experiments in impro v ing 
the quality and flav o r o f butter hav e 
been 
made 
with o v er 100 different 
species o f germs, bet it was no t until 
the experimenter hit upo n No . 41 thit 
he fo und a bacteria fit to put Into his 
mo uth.

all because the manager, as he says, 
"knew when to sto p.” 


"The minute yo u encro ach o n the j 
perso nal liberty o f peo ple." said Mr. 
Knapp, 
the 
manager, 
"then 
yo ur 
scheme is ruined." 
The 
interesting 
part o f this enterprise is that it was 
started a few years ago by Mr. Knapp, 
who co unted his mo ney by millio ns, 
so lely as a fad. 
lie bo ught a large 
tract o f land, div ided it into terraces 
and o n them built gro ups o f ho uses, 
which were co stly affairs, fo rty-eight 
In number, dreams o f 
architectural 
beauty, clustered aro und a central club­ 
ho use. 
Since then he has lo *t his fo r­ 
tune and makes his liv ing managing 
Beaco nsfleld terrace, as the place 
is 
called. 
^ 


Liv ing Is expensiv e there. There has 
been no attempt at co -o perativ e co o k­ 
ing and each residence has its o wn 
co o ks and maids, but if a v alet o r maid 
is wanting o ne can be hired to co me 
o nce a week and o v ersee the wardro be. 
Each ho use Is furnished with steam 
heat fro m a little building at the end 
o f the v illage, at the rate o f fro m $17 
to $35 a mo nth. 
There is nev er any 
fuss o v er furnace tires and co al fo r the 
residences o f the terrace. 
A man is 
engaged at 
$2 a week per ho use to 
clean sidewalks, sho v el sno w, po lish 
o utside brasses, etc. 
A little wago n 
deliv ers daily packages fro m Bo sto n 
and takes bundles fro m the terrace to 
o ther po ints. A big stable supplies all 
kinds o f carriages cheaper than liv ery 
stable rates and acco mmo dates 
the 
priv ate v ehicles o f wealthy residents. 
A flo rist sho p supplies fresh flo wers 
and all these supply statio ns are co n­ 
nected with each ho use by call-bells. 
A telegraph o ffice is in the manager’s 
ro o m. 
A handso me terrace drag takes 
parties into to wn instead o f a rattling 
tro lley car. 


When a wo man fo rtunate eno ugh to 
liv e in the terrace wants to giv e a 
tea o r party she do es no t tear up her 
o wn ho me, but rents the 
handso me 
Casino fo r $10 and its v ery pretty 
ro o ms serv e the purpo se 
immensely 
well. 
A kindergarten fo r the children 
is held In the Casino mo rnings, but 
the rest o f the day, when it is no t pri­ 
v ately rented, it is a free clubho use to 
the v illage. 
There is a large 
play­ 
gro und fo r the children and a big ten­ 
nis co urt. 


As a co -o perativ e scheme 
fo r the 
wealthy residents o f Beaco nsfleld ter- , 
race the scheme Is a great success, but 
bro ught do wn to a mo re eco no mical 
basis men o f affairs are do ubtful as to 
its efficiency.

BATTLE WITH WOLVES 


HE 
week 
before 
Christmas, 
1867, 
snow 
had 
fallen 
heavily in northern 
Pennsylvania, and 
just after daybreak 
three 
men 
were 
pulling 
a 
sledge 
along the edge of 
Laurel Ridge. They 
were timber crui­ 
sers. employed by 
‘.umber companies to locate tracts of 
white pine and places for the winter 
:amps. This work had been done, and 
.hey were returning to the banks of the 
Sinnemahoning to do some hunting be­ 
fore going home for the 
Christmas 
festivities. 
The leader. John Mellon, a man or 
IS, had been In the business for twenty 
years, and was one of the best woods­ 
men in the state.

A CURIOUS IRON MINE. 


T h e W o rk m e n U se T h e ir F e e t t o F in d 


t h e O re. 
Lake ores are abundant in northern 
Europe, but, bo tar as the writer’s 
knowledge extends. Lac a la Tortue and 
a neighboring lake are the only in­ 
stances of the kind in North America, 
says Popular Science Monthly. The ore 
is extracted from our lako Bine by 
hand and by power. The shallow mar­ 
gin Is divided into sections and allotted 
to suitable parties who may desire to 
work them and who are paid at a spe­ 
cified rate per ton of ore raised. Two 
men generally work in company. Their 
implements are a shovel, a strong cir­ 
cular sieve and a rough hand barrow. 
When work is to be begun the workmen 
remove shoes and stockings and use 
their feet in searching for ore which 
lies imbedded in the soft sand, nothing 
coarser than sand, except ore cakes, 
being found in the lake. Guided by 
their feet the workmen put down their 
shovels and bring to the surface a 
quantity of ore and sand, which they 
throw into their circular sieve. This is 
then held below the surface of the wa­ 
ter and made to rotate to and fro until 
the soft sand is washed away from the 
ore, which is then thrown on a scow 
provided for the purpose or carried to 
shore. When a sufficient quantity has 
been collected It is carted to the rail­ 
way near at hand and loaded on cars. 
From the deeper parts of the lake the 
ore is raised by means of a steam 
dredge. The captain of the dredge 
moves over the lake and, putting down 
a pole and working it about on the bot­ 
tom, can easily learn where there is a 
bcdy of ore suitable for dredging. The 
dredge is then moved to the desired 
spot and work is begun. The ore and 
sand are brought up in buckets on an 
endless chain and thrown into a long, 
revolving screen, adjusted and inclined 
so as to deliver it upon scows moored 
to the dredge. In its course down the 
screen the mixture of ore and mud is 
acted upon by water which is thrown 
upon it with 
considerable force. By 
this means the mud 
and sand are 
washed out of the screen and the clean 
ore is deposited on the scows.

’HE earliest record­ 
ed attempt to found 
a school where the 
deaf could be edu­ 
cated was made in 
the early part of 
t h e 
seventeenth 
century 
by 
the 
learned John But 
ler, a contemporary 
of Milton and Ba­ 
con, says the Cen­ 
tury. He, however, says of the project: 
“I soon perceived, by falling into dis­ 
course with some rational men about 
such a designs that the attempt seemed 
po paradoxical, prodigious and Hyper­ 
bolical!, that it did rather amuse than 
•atlafy their understandings.” Indeed, 
|t was not until more than a century 
after, when De l’Epee, Henicke and 
Braidwood founded schools in France, 
Germany and Great Britain respect­ 
ively, that any permanent institutions 
were established for the education of 
thb- deaf. It is a very rare occurrence 
when a deaf person is mute for any 
other reason save the lack of instruc­ 
tion which a hearing child receives 
through his ears. 
Recognizing this 
fact and that speech is the most dis­ 
tinctive gift of man, Heinicke 
and 
Braidwood devoted themselves to the 
training of the vocal organs of their 
pupils and to teaching them to read 
the speech of others by noting 
the 
movements of the lips and tongue. On 
the other hand, 
the 
good Abbe de 
i’Epee based his methods of instruc­ 
tion upon the fact that all human be­ 
ings, when deprived of speech, either 
through deafness or ignorance of the 
language spoken about them, resort to 
signs to make known their wants. All 
savage races have a code of signs by 
which they can communicate with one 
another and with 
the 
surrounding 
tribes. 
He therefore conventionalized 
and systematized signs and invented 
new ones when natural gestures failed 
to convey the idea. With this system 
of conventionalized signs, brought to 
this country by Dr. Thomas H. Gallau- 
det, a school was opened in Hartford, 
Conn., in the year 1817. 
It had been 
found, however, that the sign 
lan­ 
guage did not solve the problem of 
giving the deaf a means of communi­ 
cation with the world in general. Very 
few people understood this language, 
while its construction, so far as there 
was any, and its conciseness—a single 
gesture frequently representing a com­ 
plete sentence of spoken vernacular- 
rendered it unfit for representing gra- 
matically constructed language. 
The 
method of spelling the words with the 
fingers by means of a finger alphabet 
was then pressed into service in con­ 
junction with signs. This is the same 
as writing in foreign characters 
on 
the blackboard or upon paper, except 
that It is more rapid and more con­ 
venient. In this way the reading and 
writing of gramatical English could 
be taught, and both the manual alpha­ 
bet and the sign language are 
em­ 
ployed in certain schools today. 
Poi 
many years after the founding of the 
Hartford school no speech was taught 
there, though today the teaching 
of 
articulation is an important factor in 
their work. 
In 1867, largely through 
the efforts of Horace Mann, who some 
years previously had visited the schools 
of Europe, two institutions were es­ 
tablished in this country where 
the 
deaf cc Ald not only be taught to speak, 
but be taught by speech without the 
use of the manual alphabet or the sign 
language. One of these was in New 
York city and the other in Northamp­ 
ton, Mass., and they are today large 
and flourishing institutions. After the 
establishment 
of these 
institutions 
there sprang up in this country, in the 
ranks of the teachers of the deaf, a 
division which already existed in Eu­ 
rope. On the one side were the ardent 
advocates of the sign language as a 
means of instruction and explanation, 
while on the other were the opponents 
of signs, who employed the manual al­ 
phabet, writing and speech only. The 
controversy has been waged with more 
or less energy ever since; but like all 
the ideas of a cruder and less advanced 
age, the sign language has been grad­ 
ually crowded out, until now it is en­ 
tirely excluded from many schools and 
used but sparingly in others. A single 
argument brought forward by the son 
of a distinguished advocate of the an­ 
cient method in support of this lan­ 
guage is enough to indicate its ulti­ 
mate fate, thpugh it has served a noble 
purpose in its day. He says: 
“It Is a 
fact worth noting that the signs used 
by the Indians of North America are 
identical in many instances with those 
employed by the deaf-mutes of today.” 
No one will question the truth of this 
observation, nor deny that it is worth 
noting; but we have reached a stage 
in the world’s history when we can 
lay 
aside 
the 
tools 
of savagery. 
Through progress 
in 
enlightenment 
we are fortunately able now to give 
our deaf children a better means of 
communication with men than are em­ 
ployed by the American Indians or the 
African savage. It is a friendly strug­ 
gle, in which the old-school advocates 
of the sign language are the defensive 
party and the oralists the aggressors. 
Both are, however, 
engaged 
in the 
great work of ameliorating the condi­ 
tion of an unfortunate class and have 
much that is common ground where 
they can clasp hands with hearty ap­ 
proval. 
In the schools for the deaf in the 
United States today three systems of 
instruction are used. The methods em­ 
ployed are, in the first system, signs 
and the manual alphabet; second sys­ 
tem, speech and the manual alphabet; 
third system, speech only. Writing is 
of course employed in all the systems. 


O a r I n d ia n C u ssw o rd s. 
“Gewhiteke,” is Indian. It means

swearing; it may fairly be translated 
“God and the Battle.” 
Indian words 
so forcible to the eye, are sometimes 
very pretty when traced to their roots, 
thus young girls are “squog,” from 
“star.” When grown to marriageable 
young ladies, 
“nungsquog,” which 
means “twinkling star.”—Boston Jour­ 
nal.

BACILLI IN BUTTER. 


Ko* th e Boff Blad. ba* F at There to 
Make th# Flavor Baiter. 
One of the most startling discoveries 
of this end of the century Is that mi­ 
crobes are required to make flrat-class 
butter. “Bacillua N a 41" is the scien­ 
tific term, or “artificial culture.” This 
startling microbe theory was first ad­ 
vanced by a person who came from 
Denmark to lecture on the art of but­ 
ter-making. 
The theory, which was 
received with scorn, is now advocated 
by many scientists, and many creamer­ 
ies now Invest In the “culture.” 
In 
one state alone, Iowa, twenty-eight 
creameries are using the culture. One 
of its most satisfactory experiments 
was made recently in a Connecticut 
creamery. 
June butter, as is well 
known, is in flavor about the best pro­ 
duced during the year, and the effect 
of bacillua N a 41 upon June butter 
was therefore especially interesting. 
Early in June, when the amount 
of 
cream collected by the creamery was 
very large, two large vats full of cream 
were collected. One of these was in­ 
oculated with No. 41 and the other 
was uninoculated. 
They were then 
both allowed to stand in the same 
room, at the same temperature, for the 
same length of time, to ripen, and were 
subsequently churned. The effect of 
No. 41 even here was striking. 
Both 
lots of cream produced, as was to be 
expected, an excellent quality of but­ 
ter, hut No. 41 had an aroma more pro­ 
nounced and more agreeable than that 
of the butter made without the inocula­ 
tion. In both taste and color, the but­ 
ter made by Inoculation was decidedly 
superior to that made without it. This 
butter was submitted for testing to a 
large number of persons, and no one 
had the slightest hesitancy in deciding 
that No. 41 made the superior quality 
of butter. 
Experiments in improving 
the quality and flavor of butter have 
been 
made 
with over IOO different 
species of germs, but It was not until 
the experimenter hit upon No. 41 that 
he found a bacteria fit to put into his 
mouth.

Living is expensive there. There has 
been no attempt at co-operative cook­ 
ing and each residence has its own 
cooks and maids, but if a valet or maid 
is wanting one can be hired to come 
once a week and oversee the wardrobe. 
Each house is furnished with steam 
heat from a little building at the end 
of the village, at tho rate of from $17 
to $35 a month. There is never any 
fuss over furnace fires and coal for the 
residences of the terrace. 
A man is 
engaged at $2 a week per house to 
clean sidewalks, shovel snow, polish 
outside brasses, etc. 
A little wagon 
delivers daily packages from Boston 
and takes bundles from the terrace to 
other points. A big stable supplies all 
kinds of carriages cheaper than livery 
stable rates and accommodates 
the 
private vehicles of wealthy residents. 
A florist shop supplies fresh flowers 
and all these supply stations are con­ 
nected with each house by call-bells. 
A telegraph office is in the manager’s 
room. A handsome terrace drag takes 
parties into town instead of a rattling 
trolley car. 


When a woman fortunate enough to 
live in the terrace wants to give a 
tea or party she does not tear up her 
own home, hut rents the 
handsome 
Casino for $10 and its very pretty 
rooms serve the purpose 
immensely 
well. A kindergarten for the children 
is held in the Casino mornings, but 
the rest of the day, when it is not pri­ 
vately rented, it is a free clubhouse to 
the village. 
There is a large 
play­ 
ground for the children and a big ten­ 
nis court.

smoking was certain subtle, beneficial 
effect on the digestion and a soothing 
effect on the nerves.

Business Improving. 
The report of the oommeroial agen 
ciee the past week are poor comfort 
to the calamity howling and free ail 
ver agitators who woald like to see 
the country ruined because their die 
honest schemes were rejected. The 
following is an extract from R. G. 
Dunn A Co's report, 
A large increase in the iron and 
steel business, on account of sales 
covering eight to twelve months pro 
duct ion of the largest works; a better 
demand for woolen goods and sJighlty 
better for cottons, a gain whish may 
prove lasting in boots and shoes; 
slightly better prices for wheat, cot: 
ton, wool and iron, and a money mar 
ket well adapted to encourage liberal 
purchases and improvement in busi­ 
ness, have rendered the past week the 
most hopeful since early in November. 
The heavy excess of piercbaiidsie ex­ 
ports ovef imports in January, exchan­ 
ge rates, showing that Europe ie still 
laagely indebted to this country on 
current account, and the prospect 
that congress will adjourn without 
any disturbing action, all have their 
favorable influence upon the money 
market, and upon future undertaking. 
In nearly everybranch, the iron and 
steel industry feels the upward im­ 
pulse supplied by purchases of steel 
rails, said to be a half a million tons 
each from the Illinois Steel company, 
aud from the Carnegie company, be­ 
side some from other companies, in 
part as low as $15 per ton. Nearly 
all the great railroads of the country 
have seized the opportunity to supply 
themselves with rails for one or two 
years requirements. 
Other industries are gaining also. 
though less cor.spicuosly. The recent 
decline and subsequent rise in raw 
cotton have not materially affected 
the manufacture which is gradually 
getting rid of its accumulated aur- 
plns.

WORK OF CONGRESS, 


Condensed I'roeeedlnv* of th« Urn* 
ttonal Law Mill. 


W ashington, Feb. 18.-T h e immigra­ 
tion bill now goes to the president, the 
last legislative step having been taken 
in the senate !>/ an agreement to the 
conference report on the bill. 
Strong 
opposition was made to the report, but 
on tlie final report the friends of the 
measure rallied a small majority, the 
vote being 34 to 31. The bill as passed 
extends tlu* immigration 
restrictions 
against “all persons physically capable 
and over 16 years of age who cannot 
read and write the English language 
or som e other language, but a person 
who is. not able to read and write who 
is over 50 years 
of age 
and is the 
parent or grandparent of a qualified 
immigrant over 
twenty-one years of 
age and 
capable of 
<up)x)rting such 
parent or grandparent, may accompa­ 
ny such 
immigrant, and 
a w ife or 
minor child not so able to read and 
write may accompany or be sent for 
and come to Join tlu* husband or par­ 
ents. sim ilarly qualified and capable.” 
For the purpose of testing the immi­ 
grant's literacy lie is compelled to read 
and write from twenty to twenty-five 
words of the 
Fnited 
States constitu­ 
tion. 
Aside from these extensions of 
ilie present law tin* bill inaugurate® a 
new system of restricting immigration 
front border countries and designed to 
apply principally to immigration from 
Canada. 
A resolution by Mr. Pettigrew was 
agreed to requesting the secretary of 
state for a copy of any reply that may 
have been received to tlie letter of Sec­ 
retary Gresham to Sir Julian Paunee- 
fot»*. British ambassador, in January, 
1895. calling the attention of tlu* Brit­ 
ish government to the utter failure to 
prot**et tlie fur seals under tlu* award 
of the Paris court of arbitration.

tributaries. 
A t Patlettsburg. Ky.. loo houses are 
more or less submerged, and a few 
more feet w ill affect every business 
house iu the city. 
Cellars 011 Front 
and Third streets at Portsmouth are 
flooded and many jieoplt* are driven 
from their 
dwellings. 
Portions of 
M aysville, Ky.. and 
much of 
Aber­ 
deen. Ohio, are 
submerged, driving 
fam ilies from their homes. 
On tlx* 
Big Sandy river tlu* villages of East 
Point and Solyerville have been made 
uninhabitable. 
It is reported that a 
fam ily of six were drowned at Solyer­ 
ville. 
At Louisa. Ky., all m ails are 
stopped and all telephone wires are 
down. 
Here 
at Cincinnati 
and vi­ 
cinity tlu* towns of Dayton and Belle­ 
vue and portions 
of 
Newjsirt, Ky., 
are already 
suffering 
much 
incon­ 
venience. 
W ater in Cincinnati lias in­ 
vaded the 
central depot 
and com­ 
pelled the Big Four and other roads 
to seek, higher grounds. 
Gardens in 
Mill ( ’reek valley are already under 
water. 
If tlu* river should rise sixty 
feet the loss in' all tlie places men­ 
tioned above w ill iu* greatly increased. 


Pittsburg, Feb. 24.—The flood now 
raging here w ill probably equal tlu* 
great flood of 1884 which measured 
tliirtv-four feet. 
It is inqu'ssible to 
estim ate tlu* dam age the present rise 
is doing, but half a million dollars will 
iu* putting it mildly to Pittsburg and 
A llegheny alone. 
More than 10,600 
nu'ii have lieeii m ade idle by tlu* rise, 
as many of tlu* m ills are located on 
tlu* banks of the streams. 
The water 
has invaded the heart of the city and 
flooded cellars and stopped traffic in 
many places. 
Tlie coal and coke tip­ 
ple of Browne & Co., fell with a crash 
above the bridge of the W heeling di­

manded an investigation and a com­ 
m ittee of three w as appointed.

com m ittee later rendered a report ex­ 
onerating Mr. Yandervoort from any 
and all charges. 
The Other F ellow *. 
K ansas City, Fob. 24. — The Union 
Reform Press association w as brought 
into 
existence 
and 
Grand 
Master 
Workman J. R. Sovereign, of the K. 
of K., w as made its president. 
This 
is the outcome of two days’ work by 
the half-hundred Populist editors who 
refused to recognize the right of Pres­ 
ident Yandervoort to call a m eeting of 
the National Reform Press association 
at Memphis, and who cam e here in 
response to a call of National Secre­ 
tary-Treasurer A. Roselle.

A C U R IO U S IRON M IN E. 


The Workmen l ’ne Their Feet to Find 
the Ore. 
Lake ores are abundant in northern 
Europe, but, so far as the w riter’s 
know ledge extends, I^ae a la Tortue and 
a neighboring lake are the only in ­ 
stances of the kind in N orth Am erica, 
says Popular Science M onthly. The ore 
is extracted from our lak e m i n e by 
hand and by power. T he shallow m ar­ 
gin Is divided into sections and allotted 
to suitable parties who m ay desire to 
work them and w ho are paid at a sp e­ 
cified rate per ton of ore raised. Two 
men generally work in com pany. T heir 
im plem ents are a shovel, a strong cir­ 
cular sieve and a rough hand barrow. 
W hen work is to be begun the workm en 
rem ove shoes and stockings and use 
their feet in searching for ore w hich 
lies im bedded in the soft sand, n othing 
coarser than sand, except ore cakes, 
being found in the lake. 
Guided by 
their feet the w orkm en put down their 
shovels and bring to the surface a 
quantity of ore and sand, w hich they 
throw* into their circular sieve. T his is 
then held below the surface of the w a­ 
ter and m ade to rotate to and fro until 
the soft sand is w ashed aw ay from the 
ore, w hich is then throw n on a scow 
provided for the purpose or carried to 
shore. W hen a sufficient quantity has 
been collected it is carted to the rail­ 
way near at hand and loaded on cars. 
From the deeper parts of the lake the 
ore Is raised by m eans of a steam 
dredge. The captain 
of 
the 
dredge 
m oves over the lake and, putting down 
a pole and w orking it about on the bot­ 
tom , can easily learn w here there is a 
bedy of ore suitable for dredging. The 
dredge is then moved to the desired 
spot and work is begun. The ore and 
sand are brought up in buckets on an 
en dless chain and throw n into a long, 
revolving screen, adjusted and inclined 
so as to deliver it upon scow s moored 
to the dredge. In its course down the 
screen the m ixture of ore and mud is 
acted upon by w*ater which is throw n 
upon it w ith 
considerable force. 
By 
this m eans th e mud 
and sand are 
w ashed out of the screen and the clean 
ore is deposited on the scow s.

H E earliest record­ 
ed attem pt to found

“I soon perceived, by fallin g into d is­ 
course w ith som e rational m en about 
such a designe that the attem pt seem ed 
go paradoxical, prodigious and H yper­ 
bolical 1, that it did rather am use than 
satisfy their u nderstandings.” 
Indeed, 
Jt w as not u n til 
m ore than a century 
after, 
w hen De l’Epee, H enicke 
and 
praidw ood founded sch ools in France, 
Germ any and Great B ritain respect­ 
ively, that any perm anent in stitu tion s 
were established for the education of 
the deaf. 
It is a very rare occurrence 
w hen a deaf person is m ute for any 
other reason save the lack of instruc­ 
tion w hich a hearing child receives 
through his ears. 
R ecognizing this 
fact and that speech is the m ost d is­ 
tin ctive gift of m an, H elnieke 
and 
Braidw ood devoted th em selves to the 
trainin g of th e vocal organs of their 
pupils and to teaching them to read 
the speech of others by noting 
the 
m ovem ents of the lips and tongue. On 
the other hand, 
the 
good Abbe de 
1’Epee based h is m ethods of in stru c­ 
tion upon the fact that all hum an be­ 
ings, w hen deprived of speech, either 
through deafness or ignorance of 
the 
language spoken about them , resort to 
sign s to m ake know n their w ants. All 
savage races have a code of sign s by 
w hich th ey can com m unicate w ith one 
another and w ith 
the 
surrounding 
tribes. 
He therefore conventionalized 
and system atized sign s and invented 
new ones w hen natural gestures failed 
to convey the idea. 
W ith th is system 
of conventionalized sign s, brought to 
this country by Dr. T hom as H. G allau- 
det, a school was opened in Hartford, 
Conn., in the year 1817. 
It had l>een 
found, how ever, that the sign 
lan­ 
guage did not solve the problem of 
givin g the deaf a m eans of com m uni­ 
cation w ith the world in general. Very 
few people understood this language, 
w h ile its construction, so far as there 
w as any, and its con cisen ess—a single 
gesture frequently representing a com ­ 
plete sentence of spoken v ern a cu la r- 
rendered it unfit for representing gra- 
m atically constructed language. 
The 
m ethod of sp ellin g the w ords w ith the 
fingers by m eans of a finger alphabet 
w as then pressed into service in 
con ­ 
junction w ith signs. 
T his is the sam e 
as w riting in foreign characters 
on 
the blackboard or upon paper, except 
that it is m ore rapid and m ore con-

be taught, and both the m anual alph a­ 
bet and the sign language are 
em ­ 
ployed in certain schools today.

m any years after the founding of the 
Hartford school no speech was taught 
there, though today the teaching 
of 
articulation is an im portant factor in 
their work. 
In 1867, largely through 
the efforts of H orace Mann, w ho som e 
years previously had visited the schools 
of Europe, tw o in stitu tio n s w ere es­ 
tablished in th is country where 
the 
deaf cc lid not on ly be taught to speak, 
but be taught by speech w ithout the 
use of the m anual alphabet or the sign 
language. 
One of these w as in 
Now 
\ Tork city and the other in N ortham p­ 
ton, M ass.. and they are today large 
and flourishing institutions. 
A fter the 
establishm ent 
of these 
in stitu tion s 
there sprang up in th is country, in the 
ranks of the teachers of the deaf, a 
division w hich already existed 
in E u­ 
rope. 
On the one side were the ardent 
advocates of the sign language as a 
m eans of instruction and explanation, 
w hile on the other w ere the opponents 
of sign s, w ho em ployed the m anual a l­ 
phabet, w riting and speech only. The 
controversy has been waged w ith more 
or less energy ever since; but like all 
the ideas of a cruder and less advanced 
age, the sign language has been grad­ 
ually crowded out, until now it is en ­ 
tirely excluded from m any schools and 
used but sparingly in others. 
A single 
argum ent brought forward by the son 
of a distinguished advocate of the a n ­ 
cien t m ethod in support of th is 
lan­ 
guage is enough to indicate its u lti­ 
m ate fate, thpugh it has served a noble 
purpose in its day. 
He says: 
“ It is a 
fact w orth noting that the sign s used 
by th e Indians of N orth A m erica 
are 
identical in m any instances w ith those 
em ployed by the deaf-m utes of today.” 
N o one w ill question the truth of this 
observation, nor deny that it is worth 
noting; but w e have reached a stage 
in the w orld's history w hen w e can 
lay 
aside 
the 
tools 
of 
savagery. 
Through progress 
in 
enlighten m ent 
w e are fortunately able now to give 
our deaf children a better m eans of 
com m unication w ith m en than are em ­ 
ployed by the A m erican Indians or the 
A frican savage. 
It Is a frien Ily stru g­ 
gle, in w hich the old-school advocates 
of the sign language are the defensive 
party and the oralists the aggressors. 
Both are, how ever, 
engaged 
in the 
great work of am eliorating the condi­ 
tion of an unfortunate class and have 
m uch that is com m on ground where 
they can clasp hands w ith hearty ap­ 
proval. 
In the schools for the deaf in the 
U nited States today three system s of 
instruction are used. T he m ethods em ­ 
ployed are, in the first system , signs 
and the m anual alphabet; second sy s­ 
tem , speech and the m anual alphabet; 
third system , speech only. 
W riting is 
of course em ployed in all the system s.

The theory, w hich w as 
received w ith scorn, is now advocated 
by m any scien tists, and m any cream er­ 
ies now invest In the “culture.” 
In 
one 
state alone. 
Iowa, 
tw en ty-eigh t 
cream eries are using the culture. 
One 
of its m ost satisfactory experim ents 
w as m ade 
recently in a C onnecticut 
cream ery. 
June butter, 
as 
Is 
w ell 
know n, is in flavor about the best pro­ 
duced during the year, and the effect i 
of bacillus No. 41 upon June butter 
w as 
therefore 
esp ecially 
interesting, j 
E arly in June, when the am ount 
of i 
cream collected by the cream ery was 
very large, tw o large vats full of cream 
w ere collected. 
One of th ese was In- , 
oculated w ith No. 41 and the other 
w as 
uninoculated. 
T hey were 
then 
both allow ed to stand in the sam e 
room , at the sam e tem perature, for the 
sam e length of tim e, to ripen, ami were i 
subsequently churned. 
The effect of 
No. 41 even here w as striking. 
Both 
lots of cream produced, as w as to be 
expected, an excellent quality of but- i 
ter, but No. 41 had an arom a m ore pro- j 
nounced and m ore agreeable than that 
of the butter m ade w ithout the in ocu la­ 
tion. 
In both taste and color, the but­ 
ter m ade by inoculation was decidedly 
superior to that m ade w ithout it. 
T his 
butter w as subm itted for testin g to a 
large num ber of persons, and no one 
had the sligh test hesitancy in deciding 
that No. 41 made thc superior quality 
of butter. 
E xperim ents in im proving 
the quality and flavor of butter have 
been 
m ade 
w ith over 100 different 
species of germ s, but it w as not until 
the experim enter hit upon No. 41 that 
he found a bacteria fit to put into his 
m outh.

outside brasses, etc. 
A little wagon 
delivers daily packages from B oston 
and takes bundles from the terrace to 
other points. 
A big stable supplies all 
kinds of carriages cheaper than livery 
stable rates and accom m odates 
the 
private vehicles of w ealthy residents. 
A florist shop supplies fresh flowers 
and all these supply station s are con­ 
nected w ith each house by cali-bclls. 
A telegraph office is in the m anager’s 
room. 
A handsom e terrace drag takes 
parties into tow n instead of a rattling 
trolley car. 


W hen a w om an fortunate enough to 
live in the 
terrace w ants to give a 
tea or party 
she does not 
tear up her 
ow n hom e, but rents the 
handsom e 
C asino 
for 
$10 and its 
very pretty 
room s serve the purpose im m ensely 
w ell. 
A kindergarten for the children 
is held in the C asino m ornings, but 
the rest of the day. when it is not pri­ 
vately rented, it is a free clubhouse to 
the village. 
There is a large 
play­ 
ground for the children and a big ten ­ 
nis court. 


As a co-operative schem e 
for 
the 
w ealthy residents of Beaconsfleld ter­ 
race the schem e is a great success, but 
brought down to a m ore econom ical 
basis m en of affairs are doubtful as to 
its efficiency.
